DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 2-5 and 18 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record to the examiner's knowledge does not teach or render obvious the instant 
invention particularly characterized in claim 3 by the limitation of using a source gas of 
carbon and fluoride including hydrogen atoms in a concentration of 1 x 10" 3 atomic 
percent or less to form a fluorocarbon film containing more than 0 atomic percent but 
less than 3 atomic percent hydrogen. Claims 2, 4-5 and 18 depend on claim 3. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
